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Lancashire Police 
believed to be first to 
use new cutting-edge 
body-worn cameras 


LANCASHIRE Police are believed to be the 
first force to use new “cutting-edge” body- 
worn cameras in their fight against crime. 

Police forces rely on body-worn cameras to 
improve the safety and accountability of their 
frontline teams, capture evidence and main- 
tain transparency. 

In the first three months of lockdown, UK 
police forces saw a 21 percent increase in 
assaults on their officers, according to a study 
published by the Press Association, which put 
greater demands on frontline staff and public 
safety organisations. 

To effectively respond to these challenges, 
Lancashire Constabulary has deployed tech- 
nology from Motorola Solutions. 

The new body-worn cameras provide an 
automatic 30 second video pre-recording fea- 
ture, so that officers will not miss the 
beginning of an incident. 

Dave Hannan, Chief Inspector at Lancashire 
Constabulary, said: “This investment is about

giving our officers the best tools we can for 
the job, making it quicker and more efficient 
and improving the quality of evidence, so we 
can provide a great service to citizens. 

“The roll out of this technology will be a 
vital tool in bringing offenders to justice, 
especially those who take part in crime that is 
naturally more difficult to prosecute such as 
domestic abuse and public order offences.” 

Before using the integrated body-worn 
camera solution, Lancashire Constabulary 
recorded different clips throughout their shift 
and tagged them back at the station when 
their shift ended - a “time consuming and 
highly manual procedure that could lead to 
delays or inaccuracies”. 

Lancashire Constabulary frontline teams

can now view lists of recordings stored on the 
camera. 

The new technology aims to help Lan- 
cashire’s police officers to “significantly 
speed up” decision-making, capture evidence 
and maintain accountability and transpar- 
ency both within and between departments 
and communities. 

More than 1,200 officers have been trained 
to use the cameras so far and there are plans 
for them to be used by more officers. 

The new body cameras are said to be of 
much better quality than those used before. 

Police in Lancashire have been using body 
worn technology since 2014, and it has 
become an important element of police work 
in the county.

“These are very difficult times for many busi- 
nesses, but by increasing a company’s online 
activity, they can open up new opportunities 
with potential customers.

The first 30 businesses are now halfway 
through the training.

“We hope it will have a similar positive impact 
for the business taking part now.

Rosie tackles 
council over 
subway flooding 


LANCASHIRE County Council is 
being lobbied by MP Rosie Cooper 
to tackle subway flooding in 
Skelmersdale in the long-term... 
and not just clearing drains after 
each time it floods! 

Ms Cooper contacted the Executive 
Director for Environment and Trans- 
port at LCC following further and 
repeated incidents of subways flood- 
ing, supporting residents’ calls for a 
new drainage system to prevent 
future flooding. 

The county council has responded 
to the MP confirming they are aware 
of a number of problematic subways, 
and that they are in the process of 
compiling a programme of work to 
clean the drainage systems. 

West Lancashire MP Rosie Cooper 
commented: “The accessibility of 
these subways is vital to 
Skelmersdale residents. In a town 
with limited public transport and a 
below average car ownership, these 
paths need to remain clear to allow 
people to walk to work, travel to 


school or reach shops. It is unaccept- 
able that these subways have been 
allowed to flood, over and over 
again, and it is time Lancashire 
County Council developed a long- 
term plan to ensure future incidents 
of flooding are prevented, or at the 
very least reduced. 

“I have written to LCC’s Executive 
Director for Environment and Trans- 
port who has responsibility for this 
and asked what their plans are for 
long term cleaning and increasing 
drain capacity. 

“Lancashire County Council need to 
include subway gullies in their 
routine cleaning schedule and where 
flooding continues to occur, the fre- 
quency must be increased. 

“In the meantime, I am encouraging 
residents to report each and every 
blocked gully to ensure that LCC 
respond, investigate and clear. 

“Reports can be made to Lancashire 
County Council’s Highways Depart- 
ment by phone on 0300 123 6780 or 
online through the ‘Report It’ service. 


Enforcement move over blocked ditch 


LANCASHIRE County Council is 
taking enforcement action over a 
blocked ditch causing flooding for 
Aughton residents. 

Following repeated flooding 
incidents, local residents resorted 
to commissioning a private drain- 
age report which upon consulting 
with United Utilities, indicated that 
LCC were responsible for resolv- 
ing. 

MP Rosie Cooper wrote to the 
Executive Director for Environ- 
ment raising concerns that the 
council weren’t responding to res- 
idents’ concerns nor taking any 
action to stop the flooding. 

The Director has now responded 
to Ms Cooper confirming that they 
will be writing to the landowner 
responsible for the blocked ditch 
requesting they clear it. 

The MP said: “Some Aughton res- 
idents in the Moss Delph Lane area 
have been experiencing repeated 
flooding with Lancashire County 


Council failing to respond to the 
concerns raised by residents. 

“The residents even commis- 
sioned their own private drainage 
report and shared background 
information about the drainage 
issues in the area with Flood Risk 
Management officers at the coun- 
cil. 

“I am grateful the council are 
now writing to the responsible 
landowner requesting they clear 
the blocked ditch which they 
believe is causing the problems, 
and have committed to continuing 
to monitor the situation to check 
that the work has been carried out 
and if not, will issue a second 
formal letter. 

“I will be pressing the Council to 
take appropriate enforcement 
action if the landowner fails to 
clear the ditch quickly, even under- 
taking the work themselves and 
charging the cost back to the 
landowner.”

He was also awarded an OBE in 2006 for setting up a 
rapid reaction air wing and deploying on operations in 
Africa. 

Born in Liverpool, Fin has fought Myeloma three 
times but has returned to active service and flying each 
time. 

Fin is now applying all his operational experience 
leading the doctrine team at the Defence Develop- 
ment, Concepts and Doctrine Centre exploring 
interesting and challenging subjects such as how the 
armed forces deal with today’s threats and how to 
operate in the air, space and cyberspace. 

Fin Monahan said: “I am very proud to be the Patron 
of the West Lancs and Merseyside Myeloma Support 
Group. 

“The charity does a fabulous job raising awareness of 
Myeloma to seek early diagnosis of the disease and 
providing reassurance and help to our members for 
whom the incurable disease can be a frightening and 
lonely experience.”

Myeloma is the second most common form of blood 
cancer. It is a cancer of the blood plasma cells and ori- 
ginates in the bone marrow. 

It currently affects around 17,500 in the UK. While 
treatable, myeloma is not yet curable. 

Formed in January 2016, the West Lancs and Mer- 
seyside myeloma support group meets once a month 
to help those who may be affected by myeloma in our 
local community. 

Dave Lovelady from the support group said: “Fin’s 
amazing story was featured recently in the national 
press and this prompted me to make contact with him.

Health chiefs remind 
members of the 
public ‘not to contact 
NHS for a vaccine’

WEST Lancashire GPs have begun offering the 
Covid-19 vaccine as part of the biggest NHS 
immunisation programme. 

Practices in West Lancashire are among those 
GP practices that have now begun rolling out 
vaccines, with groups of health providers setting 
up local vaccination centres in villages, towns 
and cities covering every part of the country. 

Nurses, paramedics, pharmacists and other 
NHS staff will work alongside GPs to vaccinate 
those aged 80 and over, as well as care home 
workers and residents, identified as priority 
groups for the life-saving vaccine. 

Along with other countries in the UK, residents 
of care homes in England will also receive their 
first vaccine in December after distributors final- 
ise new, stringent processes to ensure safe 
delivery of the PfizerBioNTech vaccine. 

Like hospital staff, who launched the world- 
leading campaign, practice teams are working 
rapidly to re-design their sites and put in place 
safe processes to meet the tough logistical chal- 
lenges of offering the vaccination. The NHS will 
contact people in the priority groups when it is 
their turn to receive the vaccine. 

Dr Darran Harris, a local GP and clinical lead 
for the Covid-19 vaccination programme in West

Lancashire, said: “After an extremely challenging 
year for everyone, the roll out of the vaccine is 
the light at the end of the tunnel. It has been an 
incredible, collaborative effort right across the 
health system to get us to this stage where we are 
now able to roll out the vaccine to those most 
vulnerable residents in West Lancashire. 

“Patients will be contacted and invited for a 
vaccination — we would urge them not to contact 
their practice enquiring about vaccination, we 
will contact them.” 


On Tuesday, December 16, Barbara McCarthy 
claimed the honour as the first resident in West 
Lancashire to have the new Covid-19 vaccine. 

Barbara said: “I am hugely privileged to be the 
first person vaccinated in West Lancashire. 

“It has been such a bad year for so many people 
and I have had to isolate and shield to keep myself 
safe, but this new vaccine is the light for us all.” 

Patients will receive a letter from the NHS when 
it is time for them to have their vaccine, and it is 
‘vitally important’ that when they have their date 
and time that they do not arrive earlier than 
stated on their letter. 

Social-distancing safety measures are still 
‘vitally important’ and to help ensure that vaccine 
sites comply with safe social distancing measures, 
patients must arrive on time and not before or 
after their stated date and time. 

Jane Scattergood, Covid-19 vaccination director 
for Lancashire and South Cumbria Integrated 
Care System, said: “We are at the start of what 
will be the largest vaccination programme in our 
history and local teams are working hard to put 
arrangements in place to allow us to start protect- 
ing the most vulnerable people in our 
communities. 

“It is fantastic that we are now able to start 
delivering vaccinations within community set- 
tings locally and we would like to say a huge 
thank you to the teams of Primary Care colleagues 
who are working together across Lancashire and 
South Cumbria to make this happen. 

“The programme will continue to expand over 
the coming days, weeks and months, bringing 
vaccination much closer to everyone — but this 
will be a marathon, not a sprint. 

“Being prepared for a vaccine involves a wide 
range of organisations. 

“We'd like to thank our partners who are sup- 
porting this on a local basis including the NHS, 
Lancashire County Council, Cumbria County 
Council, Blackburn with Darwen Borough Council 


and Blackpool Council, our district councils, the 
military, police and many more. 

“In this first stage of vaccination, those with the 
highest risk are being invited first. 

“These are people aged 80 and over as well as 
care home workers and NHS workers who are at a 
higher risk. 

“We'd remind the public to please not contact 
the NHS to try and get a vaccine, we will contact 
you to arrange an appointment.”

THE former Regal Cinema building in Ormskirk 
is to be modified as part of proposed plans for a 
new development in Church Street. 

The proposal aims to provide shops, a café/res- 
taurant and student accommodation including 
student amenities. 

A design and access statement for the develop- 
ment states: “The scheme aims to improve the 
visual appearance of the existing building and will 
have an active frontage to both Church street and 
the lower-level car park. 

“The upper floors will provide quality student 
accommodation within the town centre for uni- 
versity students. The students will benefit from the 
town-centre location and amenities, whilst also 
increasing the footfall within the town centre and 
boosting the local economy.” 

Last year, the borough council approved plans, 
submitted by Stockton Properties, to demolish the 
cinema and adjacent buildings and build a develop- 
ment to contain 91 student flats. 

At the time, the development had proved to be 
controversial, and the council received 139 letters 
of objection. They believed the building would lead 
to Ormskirk losing its heritage. 

The client has now gone back to a scheme ‘to 
retain the building due to the current volatile global 
and local economic climate.’ 

The new application will see the ‘partial demoli- 
tion and extension of the existing building to 
construct a 4/5 storey mixed use development com- 
prising of ground floor retail unit, café/restaurant, 
student accommodation (66 bed) and private stu- 
dent gym.’ 

The Regal Cinema opened in 1936 and then 
closed in 1963. Since then it has been a bingo hall 
for a short period, and was converted into a Tesco’s 
Supermarket in about 1965. 

Poundstretcher was its most recent occupant and 
they left the premises in 2019.

A WRITER has set his new novel called The 
Return of the Black Magician in Ormskirk and 
surrounding villages.

CHILDREN with sight loss and 
their families have been telling 
West Lancashire MP Rosie 
Cooper about their experiences 
of education and specialist 
support at a virtual event 
hosted by the charity Guide 
Dogs. 

New research from Guide Dogs 
has found a decrease in happi- 
ness, independence and 
confidence in children with sight 
loss over the last 12 years. It also 
found that more than two thirds 
of parents felt that there was not 
enough support to help parents 
and guardians at the point of 
their child’s sight loss diagnosis. 

A child who can see will typic- 
ally learn through watching and 
imitating, but a child with a vis- 
ion impairment instead needs to 
learn strategies to gain everyday 
skills such as walking, dressing 
and navigating. 

Guide Dogs knows that with the 
right support, children and 
young people with sight loss can 
achieve anything. Rachel, the 
mother of five-year-old Nell who 
spoke at the event, said: “The 
early support is going to help Nell 
grow up to be an independent 
adult who is blind, and ulti- 
mately I think that is a goal for 
every parent.”

Unless something dramatic 
happens between the time of writing 
this and the moment The Champion 
pops through your letterbox, I don’t 
think that’s a given, but it isn’t looking 
good for Korea’s  fourth-biggest 
carmaker. 

While manufacturers here are grappling 
with coronavirus, a shortage of bits arriv- 
ing from Felixstowe and Dover and Brexit, 
on the other side of the world the chaps 
who brought you the Korando and the Rex- 
ton have filed for receivership after 
missing a loan payment of 60 billion won - 
that’s roughly £40 million in Queen’s Eng- 
lish — and its majority shareholder, Indian 
carmaker Mahindra, is reportedly consid- 
ering flogging the company. 

The good news is that its 65 UK dealers 
have said it’s business as usual, so you 
shouldn’t be worried should you have a 
shiny new Tivoli on order. However, no 
matter how its UK division’s doing, it’s also 
true that the company’s reported an oper- 
ating loss in 15 consecutive quarters. No 
matter how much of the blame you pin on 
mutant viruses, I reckon it’s got an awful 
lot to do with the cars — or rather, the lack 
of them.

There’s nothing especially wrong with 
the Korando or the Rexton but they’re 
chunky off-roaders in a very competitive 
market. Where are the on-trend electric 
offerings? It’s only just getting around to 
launching a hybrid twist on the Korando, 
but in a world where an all-electric Jaguar 
won European Car of the Year, and where 
Tesla’s zero emissions BMW-bater, the 
Model S, very nearly bagged it this year, 
that ship’s clearly sailed. MG, on the other 
hand, has stuck everything on red in mak- 
ing a mixture of small hatches and 
crossovers with all-electric on the table. 
Say what you want about it not really mak- 
ing cars here and trading off a famous 
badge, but it’s now the UK’s fastest grow- 
ing carmaker. 

Ssangyong, for now at least, is entirely 
about off-roaders — in much the same way 


that Saab was entirely about slightly left- 
field luxury offerings and Rover didn’t do 
much other than comfy saloons and 
hatches for the National Trust brigade. Ina 
world where twentysomethings would 
rather spend their hard-earned cash on a 
Nintendo Switch than a secondhand Nis- 
san, carmakers need to be able to offer zero 
emissions shopping cars, cleverly thought- 
out hatches, crossovers that stand out from 
the crowd and dependable off-roaders. 

BMW’s bread and butter is brilliantly bal- 
anced rear-wheel drive saloons, but in 
2020 it'll sell you a front-wheel-drive 
people carrier, an all-electric city car, a 
hybrid supercar with Lamborghini-esque 
scissor doors, a four-wheel-drive off-road 
coupé, a two-seater sports car that’s a 
Toyota Supra beneath the skin and its 
usual 3-Series and 5-Series offerings. 
That's variety - it'll always win, because it 
has something for everyone. 

I hope Ssangyong can get back on its feet 
and get back to doing what it does best — 
but while there’s nothing wrong with the 
cars it makes, there’s plenty wrong with 
what it doesn’t.
